Your  Excellency : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  in  accordance  with  law  and  for 
transmission  through  you  to  the  General  iVssembly  of  North  Carolina  my 
annual  report  as  State  Auditor  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1940. 

Cash  Receipts 

In  order  to  give  a  clear  and  composite  picture  of  the  State's  financial 
operations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1940,  there  is  included 
as  a  part  of  this  report  charts  showing  the  cash  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  year  under  review.  All  major  inter-fund  transfers  as  well 
as  refunds  of  revenues  and  expenditures  have  been  eliminated  from  these 
charts. 

By  reference  to  the  chart  on  the  opposite  page,  it  may  be  seen  that  cash 
receipts  are  derived  from  three  major  sources :  Tax  revenue  receipts 
amounting  to  $75,272,032,  or  63  per  centum  of  the  total ;  revenue  receipts 
from  sources  other  than  taxation  amounting  to  $27,397,088,  or  23  per 
centum  of  the  total ;  and  non-revenue  receipts  amounting  to  $17,242,945, 
or  14  per  centum  of  the  total.  . 

Tax  Revenues 

The  various  tax  levies  of  the  State  are  shown  on  the  chart  in  order  of 
their  importance  as  revenue  producers.  The  item  "other  tax  revenues" 
amounting  to  $1,559,651,  or  1.3  per  centum  of  total  receipts,  is  composed 
of  the  following :

Othee  Revenues 

The  largest  item  in  this  classification  is  grants  from  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. These  grants,  amounting  to  $19,501,790,  or  16.2  per  centum  of 
total  receipts  during  the  year,  were  for  various  purposes,  as  follows :

Cash  Disbursements 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  chart  of  cash  disbursements,  Education, 
Highways,  Protection  to  Persons  and  Property,  Debt  Service  and  Public 
Welfare  account  for  the  greater  part  of  all  State  expenditures.  Disburse- 
ments for  these  five  functions  amounted  to  $111,797,968,  or  92  per 
centum  of  total  disbursements,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1940. 

Education 

Expenditures  for  the  State's  educational  program  during  the  year 
under  review  amounted  to  a  third  of  total  expenditures  for  all  functions. 
Expenditures  for  public  schools  together  with  vocational  and  other  public 
educational  facilities  and  departments  amounted  to  $27,779,503.  Ex- 
penditures for  higher  educational  institutions  amounted  to  $12,793,124 
of  which  some  $6,102,000,  was  collected  as  tuition  and  fees  by  these 
institutions. 

Highways 

Expenditures  for  high^vay  purposes  amounted  to  $28,946,907,  or 
approximately  24  per  centum  of  all  expenditures  for  the  year.  Due  to  the 
present  administration's  policy  of  allocating  surplus  highway  funds  for 
maintenance  of  and  betterments  to  the  State's  highway  system,  par- 
ticularly the  secondary  roads,  over  $18,000,000,  were  expended  on  high- 
way maintenance  and  betterments  during  the  year.  Including  Federal 
aid  funds,  $9,360,108  were  expended  for  highway  construction.  Other 
expenditures  for  highway  purposes  amounting  to  $1,586,285,  includes 
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expenditures  for  administrative  expenses  of  the  Highway  Commission 
proper,  and  for  the  Motor  Vehicle  Bureau  and  Highway  Patrol. 

Protection  to  Persons  and  Property 

Included  as  an  item  under  this  function  is  the  payment  to  the  Federal 
Government  of  $11,405,119,  in  unemployment  compensation  insurance 
taxes  collected  by  the  State.  The  Federal  Government  provides  funds 
for  unemployment  benefit  payments,  administrative  expenses  of  the 
Unemployment  Compensation  Commission  and  a  part  of  the  State 
Unemployment  Service.  Total  benefits  paid  and  administrative  expenses 
of  these  agencies  amounted  to  $5,138,532,  during  the  year. 

The  other  expenditures  under  this  function  amounting  to  $792,806, 
include  disbursements  for  various  activities  such  as  those  of  the  Ad- 
jutant General,  Banking,  Utilities,  Insurance  and  Labor  Departments. 

Debt  Service 

Disbursements  for  debt  service  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$14,534,137,  or  12  per  centum  of  all  disbursements.  Included  in  this 
total  are  contributions  to  the  various  sinking  funds  of  the  State  amount- 
ing to  $771,320.  Debt  service  disbursements  for  interest  and  principal  of 
revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  various  Educational  institutions  are  ex- 
cluded from  this  function  and  included  in  expenditures  of  the  Colleges 
and  Universities. 

Public  Welfare 

The  past  few  years  has  witnessed  a  tremendous  growth  in  welfare 
work  carried  on  by  the  State,  and  financed  jointly  by  it,  the  Federal 
Government  and  the  various  counties.  During  the  year  under  review  a 
total  of  $10,407,840,  was  expended  for  Public  Welfare.  Old  Age  As- 
sistance, aid  to  dependent  children  and  aid  to  the  blind  accounted  for 
$5,894,358,  while  charitable  and  correctional  institutions  expended 
$4,513,482.  Some  $291,000,  of  these  expenditures  were  covered  by  fees 
and  earnings  of  such  institutions. 

All  Other  Disbursements 

Included  in  Trust  and  Sinking  Fund  disbursements  are  expenditures 
for  securities  purchased  and  payments  of  funds  for  which  the  State  acts 
as  custodian. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  expended  $2,085,851,  during  the 
year  under  review.  State  funds  were  supplemented  by  grants  from  the 
Federal  Government  and  the  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation. 

Disbursements  for  general  administration  expenses  amounted  to 
$1,671,027  for  the  year.  Included  under  this  function  are  the  Legis- 
lative, Executive  and  Judicial  branches  of  the  State  as  well  as  the 
Department  of  Revenue  and  numerous  other  departments,  bureaus  and 
commissions. 

The  item  Conservation  and  Development  amounting  to  $1,461,276, 
for  the  year  includes  expenditures  by  the  various  divisions  of  the  Depart- 
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ment  of  Conservation  and  Development  and  tlie  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  expenditures  for  Permanent  Improvements  represent  only  build- 
ings and  improvements  in  Raleigh.  All  institutional  permanent  im- 
provements are  shown  under  the  various  functions  under  which  the 
institutions  are  classified. 

The  final  item  of  pensions  consist  largely  of  disbursements  for 
pensions  paid  Confederate  Soldiers  and  Widows. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  all  work  has  been  carried  on  currently  and 
for  the  past  three  years  all  departments  and  institutions  have  been 
audited  within  twelve  months  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year. 

Although  the  volume  of  the  State's  financial  transactions  has  increased 
materially  during  the  past  year,  no  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
office  or  auditing  staffs.

ARRANGEMENT  OF  MATERIAL 


In  order  to  show  clearly  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  spending 
agency,  or  undertaking  of  the  State,  a  functional  rather  than  alphabetical 
arrangement  is  used.  The  same  arrangement  serves  both  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements but  for  convenience  these  are  presented  separately,  the  disburse- 
ments preceding  the  receipts. 

These  agencies  or  undertakings  are  grouped  under  twelve  heads  or  activities. 
The  recapitulation  is  given  first,  followed  by  summaries  which  in  most  cases 
are  supported  by  detailed  analyses.  In  some  instances,  particularly  with 
regard  to  receipts,  no  supporting  analyses  appear,  since  the  detail  would  con- 
sist of  but  one  item  and  hence  furnish  no  more  information  than  shown  in 
summary.
